He'em- 
phasized the fact that this is a con- 
dition that should not existj as the 
land of this county is admirably adap- 
ted to the grazing of dairy cattle. It 
is a land that needs scientific treat- 
ment to get the maximum results, but 
these results can readily be attained 
by exercising care and judgment. 


All the authorities, present' heart- 


ily commended the efforts that are be- 
ing put forward by the banks of the 
countyin' regard to the development 
of agriculture, pointing out that this 
Intensive .movement is vitally neces-
